Farm Relief Plan Not New. 


As expected, Hoover devoted a 
considerable part of his speech to 
farm relief. He offered no new 


plan, but gathered together three | 


items into one proposal, which he 
characterized as a “definite plan 
for relief.” The first item was 
recourse to the tariff. He pledged 
his best efforts to “give the farm- 
er the full benefit of our historic 
tariff policy.” 

The second Ingredient in his 
proposed remedy was development 
of the inland waterways and the 
building of a shipway from the 
Great Lakes to the Atlantie—im- 
provements which, he said, would 
increase the return to the farmer 
by lowering his’ transportation 
costs. 


The third form of relief was cre- 
ation of_a Federal Farm Board, 
as promised y the Republican 
platform. This board would be 
given Federal funds with which 
to build up “‘stabilization corpora- 
tions,” designed to protect the 
farmer against losses from “sea- 
sonal gluts and . periodical sur- 
piuses.”” The program, he said, 
might require an advance of sev- 
eral hundred million dollars by the 
Federal Government without obli- 
gation upon the farmer. He had 
no patience with objections to the 
plan on the score of its cost. 
“Nor,” he added, “does this pro- 
posal put the Government into 
business except so far as it is 
called upon to furnish initial cap- 
ital with which to build up the 
farmer to the control of his own 
destinies.” 


Such was the plan offered by 
Hoover as a substitute for the re- 
jected “equalization fee™ of the 
McNary-Haugen bill. He declared 
that the party had given “solemn 
pledges” to aid the farmer and that 
they would be fulfilled. The plan 
that h> outlined, he said, “needs 
only the detailed elaberation of leg- 
islation and appropriations to put it 
into force,” 

Restates Support of Dry Law. 

On the prohibition 
Hoover restated his position as ex- 
pressed in his answer to Senator 
Borah's questionnaire. He did not 
favor the repeal of the eighteenth 
amendment and he stood “for the 
efficient enforcement of the laws 
enacted thereunder.’ Prohibition 
was seen by him as “a great social 
and economic experiment. Noble in 
motive and far-reachingin pur- 
pose,‘ and “it must be worked out 
constructively.” 

He went on this occasion a step 
further. Conceding that abuses had 
occurred, he promised by infer- 
ence “an organized s@€arching in- 
vestigation” with a view to finding

Possible Sop to the Wets.

No mention what- 
ever is made in this contract of the 
bonds or securities referred to 
heretofore from time to time. 
CONCLUSION. 

“The President of this company 
is apparently treating the company 
as a personal concern, usin_ its 
funds in violation of the law. The 
other two members of the Finance 
Committee apparently carry out his 
wishes in every way. The directors 
of the company have not asserted 
themselves in performing their du- 
ties as directors of a life insurance 
company. The President and his 
representatives have manipulated 
the funds of the company in such 
a way that the company at the 
present time is insolvent. Its con- 
dition is hazardous to the public, 
its stockholders and policyholders. 
As soon as knowledge concern- 
ing the condition of this company 
reaches the public there will un- 
doubtedly be efforts by various 
policyholders and other creditors 
to withdraw their equity Mm the 
company and if this should result 
it would place them as preferred 
creditors. 

“It is the opinion of your ex- 
aminers, therefore, that prompt ac- 
tion should be taken to protect all 
interested parties.”

“We therefore regretted,” the 
statement declares, “upon reas- 
sermbling on Aug. 10 to find the 
program which we had in view 
for protection of policy and stock- 
holders disturbed by a receivership 
suit filed in court at the instigation, 
we understand, of Massey Wilson, 
whose proposal for reorganization 
or rehabilitation of the company

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HE most urgent economic 
problem :n our nation to- 
day is in agriculture. It 
must be solved if we are to 
bring prosperity and content- 
ment to one-third of our peo- 
ple directly and to all our peo- 
ple indirectir. We have 
pledged ourselves to find a so- 
lution. 


In my mind most agr cul- 
tural discussions go wrong be- 
cause of two false premises. 
The first is that agriculture is 
one industry. It is a dozen 
distinct industries incapable ot 
the same organization. The 
aecond false premise fs that re 
habilitation will be complete 
when it has reached a_ point 
comparable with pre-war. Agri- 
culture was not upon a satis- 
factory basis before the war. 
The abandoned farms of the 
Northeast bear their own testi- 
mony. Generally there was 
but little profit in Midwest ag- 
riculture for Many years except 
that derived from the slow in- 
creases in farm land. values. 
Even of more importance is the 
great advance in standard of 
living of all occupations since 
the war. Some branches of ag- 
riculture have greatly recov- 
ered, but taken as a whole it is 
not keeping pace with the on- 
ward march in other industries. 


There are many causes for 


failure of agriculture to win 
tts full share of national pros- 
perity. The after-war deflation 
of prices not only brought great 
direct losses to the farmer but 
he was often left indebted .in 
inflated dollars to be paid in de- 
flated dollars. Prices are often 
demoralized through gluts in 
our markets during the harvest 
season.. Local taxes have been 
increased to provide the im- 
proved roads and schools. The 
tariff on some products is prov- 
ing inadequate to protect him 


from imports from abroad. The 
increases in transportation 
rates since the war has greatly 
affected the price which he re- 
¢eives for his products. Over 
6.000.000 farmers in times of 
surplus engage in destructive 
competition with one another 
in the sale of their 
often depressing prices 
those levels that could be main 
tained.

The whole tendency of ou: 
civilization during the last 3v 
years has been toward an in- 


crease in the size of the units of 
production in order to secure 
lower assets and a more order- 
lv adjustment of the flow of 
commodities to the demand 
But the organization of agri- 
culture into larger units must 
not be by enlarged farms. The 
farmer has shown he can in- 
crease the skill of his industry 
without large operations. He 
is today 20 per cent more than 
eight years ago with about the 
Same acreage and personne!. 
Parming is and must continue 
to be an individualistic busi- 
ness Of smal! units and inde- 
pendent ownership. he farm 
iS More than a business: it is a 
state of living. We do not wish 
it converted into a mass pro 
duction machine. Therefore. 
if the farmers’ position is to be 
improved by larger operations 
it Must be done not on the farm 
but in the field of distribution 


Agriculture has partially ad- 
vanced in this direction 
through cO-operatives and 


pools. But the traditional co- 


———— 


products 


operative is often not a com- 
plete solution. 

Differences of opinion as to 
both causes and remedy have 
retarded the completion of a 
constructive program of relief. 
It is our plain duty to search 
out the common ground on 
which .we may mobilize the 
sound forces of agricultural re- 
construction. Our platform lays 
a solid basis upon which we 


can build. It offers an  af- 
firmative program. 
An adequate tariff is the 


foundation of farm relief. Our 
consumers increase faster than 
our producers. The domestic 
market must be protected. For- 
eign products raised under low- 
er standards of living are to- 
day competing in our home 
markets. I would use my of- 
fice and influence to give the 
farmer the full benefit of our 
historic tariff policy. 

A large portion of the spread 
between what the farmer re- 
ceives for his products and 
what the ultimate consumer 
pays is due to increased trans- 
portation charges. Increase in 
railway rates has been one of 
the penalties of the war. These 
increases have been added to 
the cost to the farmer of reach- 
ing seaboard and foreign mar- 
kets and result therefore in re- 
duction of his prices. The farm- 
ers of foreign countries have 
thus. been indirectly aided in 
their. competition with the 
American farmer. 

Nature has endowed us with 
a great system of inland water- 
wavs. Their modernization wil] 
comprise a most substantial 
contribution to mid-West farm 
relief and to the development 
of 20 of one interior = states. 
This modernization §§ includes 
not only the great Mississippi 
system. with its joining of the 
Great Lakes and of the heart 
of mid-west agriculture to the 
Gulf, but also a shipway from 
the Great Lakes to the Atlantic. 
These improvements would 
méan so large an increment in 
farmers’ prices as to warrant 
their construction many times 


over. There is no more vita! 
method of farm relief. 
But we must pot Stop vere. 


An outstanding proposal of 
the party program is the whoie- 


hearted pledge to undertake 
the reorganization of the mar- 
Keting system upon sounder 


and more economical! lines. We 
have already contributed great- 
iy to this purpose by the acts 
supporting farm co-operatives. 
the establishment of intermedi- 
ate credit banks, the regula- 
tion of stockyards, public ex- 
changes and the expansion of 
the Department of Agriculture. 
The platform proposes to go 
much farther. It pledges the 
creation of a Federal Farm 
Board of representative farm- 
“s to be clothed with authori- 


ty and resources with which 
not only to still further § aid 
farmers co-operatives and 


pools and to assist generally in 
solution of farm problems but 
especially to build up with Fed- 
eral finance, farmer-owned and 
farmer-controlled stabilization 
corporations which will protect 
the farmer from the depres- 
sions and demoralization oO! 
seasonal giuts and  periodica 
surpluses.

oovers Farm Relief Plan 


advanced by the Federal Guv- 
ernment without obligation 
upon the individual farmer. 
With that objection I have lit- 
tle patience. A nation which 
is spending ninety billions a 
year can well afford an expen- 
diture of a few hundred mil- 
lions for a workable program 
that will give to one-third of 
its population their fair share 
of the nation’s prosperity. Nor 
does this proposal put the Gov- 
ernment into business except so 
far as it is called upon to fur- 
nish initial capital with which 
to build up the farmer to the 
control of his own destinies. 

This program adapts isself to 
the variable problems of agri- 
culture not only today but 
which will arise in the future. 
I do not believe that any single 
human being or any group of 
human beings can determine in 
advance all questions that will 
arise in so vast and complicat- 
ed an industry over a term of 
years. The first step is to 
create an effective agency di- 
rectly for these purposes and 
to give it authority and _ re- 
sources. These are solemn 
pledges and they will be ful- 
filled by the Republican party. 
It is a definite plan of relief. 
It needs only the detailed elab- 
oration of legislation and ap- 
propriations to put it into 
force. , 

During my term as Secretary 
of Commerce, I have steadily 
endeavored to build up a sys- 
tem of co-operation between 
the Government and business. 
Under these co-operative ac- 
tions, all elements interested in 
the problem of a particular 
industry, sucb as manufacturer, 
distributer. worker and con- 
sumer, have been called into 
council together, not for a sin- 
gle occasion, but for continuous 
work.

The women compete with the 
ponies and donkeys as pack-car-

A valuable because they will not bear 
up under such big loads. This se- 
‘vere life shows itself in premature 
+ old age and in many forms of phys- 
ical disubility. ; 

The Albanian man is brave and 
“patriotic, but indolent and indif- 
ferent. He considers ordinary man- 
ual work ben@ath his dignity. His 
wife must uatitend to that. t he 
is a born soldier and fighter. He 
is ever prepared for war or for a 
persunal encounter. He has no fear 
of death. The most fervent wish 
expressed at the baptismal font by 
the child's’ parents is that he may 
not dic in bed. Death on the field 
of battle is considered his only 
honoruble end. 

The costumes of the women of 
Albania are quaint; picturesqve 
and diversified in pattern, vursing 
with the region, religion and tribal 
asscciation of the individual. 
Among those of Mohaminedan 
faith, who constitute more than, 
half the population, the convention- 
al Turkish black dress and veil are 
still worn. 

People Friendly to Visitors, 

The men wear tight-fitting white 
woolen trousers with “large baggy 
seats, with the sides striped with 
black braid. Most of them wear 
White fezes. The people are a 
sturdy, vigorous type, extremely 
hospitable to visitors. When the 
correspondent of the Associated 
Press came to Albania, a mountain 
tribesman voluntarily pledged ,his 
life for the American’s safety while 
he remained in Albania. Should a 
citizen molest a foreign visitor 
without cause, the visitor’s host 
demands his Hfe in atonement. 

Sanitary and health conditions 
in Albania are extremely bad. Ma- 
laria, sand-fly fever and other 
tropical diseases are prevalent. 
Men doctors have a hard time of 
it, because the Mohammedans 
when ill insist on consulling wom- 
en herb-doctors, midwives or clair- 
Voyants. Even among the Chris- 
lians, who have been influenced 
Sreatly by the old Turkish cus- 
toms, the male phyisician is looked 
upon with disfavor. 

Charms and talismen of all sorts 
are Worn from birth to death. Even 
horses and donkeys wear huge | 
necklaces of blue beads, These | 


are supposed to keep off the “evil 
eye.”

family; whether the family is seif-made, 
whether its fortune came from the slave

"It is true that in Europe the 
jines, particularly between Paris 
and London, are used extensively 
py American tourists. it is inter- 
-egding to note, however, that on 
“the entire trip taken by Stanley

merce), and me, we did not have 
a single American as a traveling 
'eompanion and I believe most of 
our fellow passengers were travel- 
# ing by air because they preferred 
to go that way rather than by train 
or boat.

Five Years Hence. 

“I venture the opinion that with- 
in five years we shall be able to

when the safety and scomfort of 

airplane travel has been thorough- 

ly demonstrated, I think the rail- 

roads of the United States will be 

able to substitute the airplane for

“The practicability and feasibil- 
ity of air lines as an artery of 
commerce is brought home to one 
in Europe.

a large brick structure, containing 
waiting rooms, restaurant and 
baggage rooms. Between the ad- 
ministration building and the field 
is a section devoted to tables cov- 
ered by large umbrellas of varied 
colors and having a seating capac- 
ity of 3000 where persons can ob- 
tain meals. 


‘Between the fields and the han- 
gar is a concrete strip which also 
runs the entire length of the 
field. The trip is approximately 
3000 feet long and 350 feet wide, 
upon which all planes taxi, with 
the result that there is no dust or 
dirt. A covered runway also has 
been constructed from the station 
to the concrete strip and only 
those having tickets for the planes 
are permitted in this section. 

“The arrival and departure ofall 
planes from the field is  con- 
trolled from a central tower on top 
of the office building. This tower 
is in radio communication with 
every plane coming in or gaing out 
of Berlin, just as a railroad dis- 
patcher is in touch with trains in 
this country. When a plane is 
about to take off, it taxis on to 
the field and awaits the signal 
from an attache who is given his 
signal from the control tower. All 
planes must await the signal from 
the control station before it can 
clear. 


“During the 40 minutes that 
Stanley Clarke and I were at the 
field, we saw the planes come in 
from Hamburg, Koenisburg, Mun- 


for Moscow and Paris. We made 
a brief inspection of the hangars 
and officers building and again got 
back on the field in time to see 
two additional planes come in; 
one from Frankfort and one from 
Copenhagen. All of the planes ar- 
rived or departed exactly on sched- 
ule. One of the most interesting 
things that we saw was the fact 
that three planes carrying early 
editions of the papers took off for 
nearby cities.”’ 


In Planes of Seven Nations. 

During the course of their trip 
| overs the airways of Europe, Bixby 
said they used tne planes of seven 
nationalities, including the English 
planes operated by the Imperial 
Airways, the Swiss or Astra lines, 
the Luft Hansa or German lines; 
the Deraluft or Russian lines; the 
Aeronaut of Finnish lines, the 
Swedish lines and the K. L. M. or 
Dutch lines. 

“Every convenience is provided 
for the comfort of the passenger, 
both in the planes and at destina- 
, tion points,’’ Bixby said. “At every 
| point your baggage is taken out 
and carried to the customs office. 
There is no tipping. The customs 
officer makes a brief examination 
of the baggage and you are per- 
mitted to pass through. This pro- 
cedure requires onfy a small 
amount of time, and during our 
entire trip, I don’t think we were 
delayed more than 10 minutes by 
this routine. Before you can fly, 
however, it is necessary that you 
show a vised passport. even though 
you do not intend to land in some 
of the countries mentioned tn the 
passport. Another feature is that 
at any city you may buy your tick- 
ets to go over all the air lines of 
Europe.” 

Uniform Regulations. 

One of the most significant 
things he observed in Europe, Bix- 
by declared, was the fact that all 
air regulations in Europe were uni- 
form, and planes fly over all coun- 
j; tries without special permission. 
Likewise all planes are uniformly 
marked and are easily distinguish- 
able anywhere. For instance, Bix- 
by added, all German planes are 
marked witha “D,” (which stands 
for Deutchland), and ‘numbers. 
England marks her planes with a 
“Cc” and letters. “R. R.” 1s for 
Russia, and “F’’ for France. 

“The significance of this is that 
Fourope, with all her past difficul- 
ties should provide uniform air 
regulations and markings,” Bixby 
said. “I believe that it is impor- 
tant that the states of this country 
adopt some similar standard code, 
At the present time, it is possible 
for one state to adopt one form of 
marking, and for a _  neighbor‘f: 
state to fix a different kind of 
marking, which will lead to much 
confusion.” 

As an indication of the reliability 
of airplane travel in Europe, Bixby 
pointed out that the Luft Hansa 
line of Germany flies a total of 
60.000 kilometers a day, or 30,000 
miles. It has 180 planes in serv- 
ice and last year carried 196,000 
passengers. In 1927 it had but 
two major accidents, in one of 
which Baron Von Maltzau, former 
German ambassador to the United 
States. was killed. The Swedish 
ines, Bixby added, have been op- 
erating for four years, averaging 
about 600.000 miles a year, and 
thus far have not had one fatal 
accident. 

Air Freight Service. 

Regular freight service is being 
operated between London and 
Paris, Bixby added. The planes 
leave Paris at 6 o'clock in the 
morning and arrive in London at 
8 o’clock in time for the display of 
goods on the counters of London 
stores the same morning. The 
company operating the service, 
‘Bixby said, had such a request for 
space that it was compelled to 
place a second and later a third 
plane in service. | 

The planes, Bixby declares, con- 
tain every convenience for the pas- 
sengers.

Haldane Under Fire. 

Poor old Haldane has been vio- 
lently. attacked, apropos of spies 
and such nonsense, by the Morn- 
ing Post, as a thinly veiled friend 
of Germany, who, having reck- 
lessly reduced our infantry and 
artillery, had palmed off on us the 
territorial army. 

DECEMBER 19.—Walmer Cas- 
tle, Kent.—Sir John French is due 
to arrive at Folkestone tomorrow, 
Sunday morning, about 10:45, 
where he will be met by K., who 
will motor him hete. We are then 
to put our heads together. 

DECEMBER 19.—-Wakmer “as- 
tle, Kent, 3:30 p. m.—The great 
men have come and gone and were 
really most interesting. They ar- 
rived, each with his own familiar, 
from Folkestone about noon, and 
I turned them ihto a room to talk 
together for about half an hour, 
and then joined them. 

I found K. with his chart of 
Russian and German divisions, em- 
phasizing the pessimistic point of 
view. French, on the other hand, 
would have none of it. He is 
quite convinced that the Germans 
have lost their best troops and of- 
ficers, and is satisfied that, even 
if they were able to polish off the 
Russians, and push them beyond

could bring from the east to the 
west could ever go through the 
English and French lines. 

Gen. French Compares Forces. 

He says that the troops they now 
bring to the front are of the worst 
quality and are only forced into ac- 
tion by battle police. On the other 
hand, he thinks our army better 
than it has ever been, and the 
French well led and generaled. 

I spoke very frankly to Sir John 
French about Winston’s visits and 
his intervention in military matters. 
I found that he was substantially 
of the same opinion, and with all 
his affection and admiration for 


W., estimates his judgmené as 
erratic. The two Field Marshals 
are an extraordinarily disparate 


couple and not born or molded,to 
work easily together. 

A private matter that was exer- 
cising French was an idea he had 
got to replace Gen. Murray, who 
has been chief of staff since the 
beginning of the war, by Henry 
Wilson. However, he has now quite 
dropped it and Murray will go on. 

DECEMBER 22.—Winston and 
Kitchener had a meeting of recon- 
ciliation and fell on one another’s 
necks yesterday. Today at the Cabi- 
net they were on the friendliest 
terms, 

Kitchener Pessimistic. 

We discussed at length the Rus- 
Sian situation in Poland and Gen. 
French's proposed movement to the 
extreme left flank of the coast. K. 
presented the most gloomy view of 
the Russian position. Winston said 
to me yesterday, apropos of Sir 
John French, “what a good thing it 
is to have an optimist at the front,”’ 
to which I rejoined: “Excellent, 
provided you have also, as we have 
in K,, a pessimist in the rear’ 

According to K’s estimate, if the 
Russians lost Warsaw the Germans 
might bring back 40 divisions to 
reinforce the attack on the front. 
We are agreed that with all these 
facts and estimates on the table 
Joffre and Gen. French should 
have an immediate conference as to 
the best strategy for us in the West 
during the next two or three weeks, 
while the Polish situation is still 
undecided. 

CHRISTMAS DAY. I received 
this morning a telegram from Am- 
bassador Spring-Rice at Washing- 
ton. He is convinced that both the 
German and Austrian Ambassadors 
there are working for peace. Ti:¢€ 
only person they communicate 
with is the President. I gather that 
he thinks that the Germans would 
gladly agree to evacuate Belgium 
and give full compensation and se- 
curities against future attack. This, 
of course, would net be gooc 
enough either for France or Rus- 
sia, but it is significant as showing 
| how the wind is blowing. 

DEC; 28. K. has just been to 
see me to talk about the position 
of our troops in France. 

“Constant Intriguing.” 

We have been urging the French 
to let us go to the extreine left 
and take the offensive along the 
coast. Ambassador Cambon is now 
over there and has been press.ng 
our view on Millerand. The reply 
is that Joffre has no objection in 
principle, but feels that some time

almost the whole of Belgium, 

(Sir Maurice Hankey was secre- | 
tary of the Committee of Imperial 
Defense.) 

Chewing Barbed Wire. 

The losses involved in the 
trench-jumping operations now 
going on on both sides are enor- 
mous and out of proportion to 
the ground gained. When our 
new armies are ready, as they will 
be soon, it seems folly to send 
them to positions where they are 
not wanted and where, in Win- 
ston’s phrase, they will “chew 
barbed wire” or be wasted in. fu- 
tile frontal attacks. r 


Hankey suggests the develop- 
ment of a lot of new mechanical 
devices, such as agmed rollers to 
crush down barbed wire,  bullet- 
proof shields and armor, smoke 
balis, etc. But apart from this 
both he and W. are for finding a 
new theater for our new armies. 
Hankey would like them to go to 
Turkey and in ’conjunction with 
the Balkan States cléar the Tup 
out of Europe. Germany and wh 
is left of Austria would be almost 
bound to take a hand. 


Talk of Raid Via Denmark. 


. Winston, on the other hand, 
wants, primarily, of course, by 
means of his navy, to close the 
Elbe and dominate the Baltic. He 
would first seize a German island, 
Borkvm for choice, then invade 
Schleswig-Holstein, obtain naval 
command of the Baltic and thus 
enable Russia to land her troops 
within 90 miles of Berlin. This 
plan, apart from other difficuities, 
implies either the accession cf Den- 
mark to the Allies or the viola- 
tion of her neutrality. Ti:ere is 
here a good deal of food fpr 
thought. _ 


I am profoundly dissatisfied with 
the immediate prospect—an enor- 
mous waste of jife and money day 
after day, wi no appreciable 
progress, and it is quite true that 
the whole country between Ypres 
and the German frontier is being 
transformed into a succession of 
lines of fortified entrenchments. 

DEC. 31. I got a lot of figures 
this morning. One is Winston's 
estimate of ,the men, iacluded 
wounded, prisoners and refugees. 
horses and stores, which he has 
transported across the seas since 
the war began, with, as he com. 
placently and accurately notes, no 
fatal accident nor any loss to the 
enemy. The total in men igs 809,- 
000; horses, 203,000; stores, 250,- 
000 tons. Kitchener estimates the 
number of effective French trvops 
at not more than 1,250,000, with 
the same number in reserve to 
make good losses and wastage. 


Trying to Bring In Japan. 


Delcasse is still extreme'y anx- 
ious to bring the Japanese into the 
European theater. The Japarcse 
Government is very averse to any 
such plan, and says that public 
opinion there would not stand Jt, 
nor is it easy to see what induce- 
ment in the way of material gain 
could be offered them, except the 
certainty of retaining Kiaochau. 

I confess I am not very much 
enamoured of the idea, but Win- 
ston derides any scruples as born 
of perverted sentiment and remarks 
with truth: “The great thing is to 
win the war.” We have lost 5000 
fighting men in this desultory 
trench fighting in the last fort- 
night. 

As to Sir. A. Murray, the French 
are very keen to get rid of him 
as Chief of Staff. They do not 
seem to have any i specific 
charge against him except that he 
speaks poor French and is not 
sympathetic. Both K. and I think 
that Robertson is the right man to 
succeed him.” Winston is for Haig, 
but it would be almost impossible 
to replace him where he is. 

JANUARY 1, 1915. . 

I received today two long memo- 
randa, one from Winston, the other 
from Lloyd George—the latter is 
quite good—as to the future con- 
duct of the war. They are both 
keen on a new objective and the- 
ater as soon as Our new troops are 
ready, Winston, of course for Bor- 
kum and the Baltic, Lloyd George 
for Salonika, to join with the Ser- 
'bians, and for Syria. 


“Shoot German Prisoncrs.” 

JANUARY 5. Old Fishey seri- 
ously proposed by way of reprisals 
for the Zeppelin raids to shoot all 
German prisoners here, and when 
Winston refused to embrace this 
statesmanlike suggestion sent in 
a formal resignation of his office. 
I imagine that by this time he has 
reconsidered it.

ed Prince Louis of Battenberg as 
First Sea Lord of the Admiralty.) 

JANUARY 6. At the Cabinet 
K. read us Gen. French's long 
memorandum proposing a move- 
ment on Ostend and Zeebrugge, 
for the success of which he com- 
putes that he needs 50 battalions 
from home and an enormous sup- 
ply of artillery and ammunition. 
He also proposes to break up K's

1,000,000 Men by May. 

By May or June there ought 
to be over 1,000,000 either at the 
front or available to go there, a 
special reserve here for making 
good wastage in the overseas force 
of nearly 400,000, and a Home 
Defense Army of about 500,000. 
This is, I think, a good record. 

JANUARY 10.—Winston writes 
that he has been colloguing with 
K. For the moment they are on, 
the most sugary terms and, I 
think, both agree to advise French 
to take Haig in place of Murray. 
JANUARY 11.—Walmer Castle. 
—Gen. Murray has just been here 
with Winston for over an hour. 
We talked over the whole _§ situa- 
tion and prospects at the front. 
He is a very attractive type of sol- 
dier, highly cultivated and, as we 
both thought, extremely intelli- 
gent. 

The real difficulty of the posi- 
tion is this: Joffre wants Gen. 
French to reoccupy what is called 
the Ypres salient, and Sir John is 
under some kind of promise to 
him to do so when called upon. 
But French cannot do this and 
also undertake the flank coast op- 
eration with the objective of Os- 
tend and Zeebrugge, unless he is 
given at least fifty battalions more 
troops. 

If Joffre releases him from his 
promise, he would be quite ready 
to go in without reinforcements 
for the other job, which he greatly 
prefers, provided he can be 
equipped with thee or four weeks’ 
supply of ammunition for his 
heavy guns. Howitzers are the 
only form of artillery that is of 
much use for knocking to pieces 
trenches and the variety of im- 
provised fortifications which the 
Germans are so skillful in con- 
structing. 

_ Water as War Engine. 

Murray told us that an English 
chemist, Robert Mond, brother of 
Sir Alfred, has a plan for under- 
mining and causing the collapse 
of great works like those of La 
Basse by water power. 

JANUARY 12. — I was inter- 
rupted by a visit from Kitchener, 
who came, I think, principally to 
ventilate his indignation over Cur- 
zon’s speech in the Lords the other 
day. He says he has now here and 
in France about one and three- 
quarter millions of men under 
arms, an absolutely unexampled 
feat, when you consider that we 
have only been five months at war, 
and have lost on net balance some 
80,000 men. French comes over 
this afternoon and is dining with 
K,. tonight, so we shall have our 
war council tomorrow. 

JANUARY 13.—French sat next 
to me on one side, A. J. B. (Bal- 
four) on the other; next to French, 
K., then old Jackie Fisher, Winston 
and Sir Arthur Wilsgn, the naval 
trinity, and beyond them Crewe, 
Grey and Lloyd George. 

French and K. were polite and 
almost mealy mouthed to one an- 
other. Happily the great question 
upon which they are nearly at dag- 
gers-drawn—how tke new K. 
armies are to be organized, as sep- 
arate entities, or interm with 
old units, though broached, was 
tacitly postponed to a later and 
more convenient .da Wirston 
showed a good deal rug.ec 
fluency, if such a phrase is Dugsi- 
ble. 

JANUARY 14.—I had the bet- 
ter part of an hour with the King. 
He is extremely indignant about 
the German treatment of our pris- 
oners, which seems to be very bad. 
French had been to see him and 
was as optimistic as ever. 

An Island for An Army. 

JANUARY 20.—We had a long 
talk about the Balkans and Greece 
and how to bring them in.

Maj. Rowell Reports on Work 
' of Marine Plane Squadrons 
Against Sandino. 


-_----- 


By the Assocjated Press. 

MANAGUA, Nicaragua, Aug, 11. 
—The annual report of aerial op- 
erations by the United States Ma- 
rines in Nicaragua, just submitted 
by Maj. Ross E. Rowell, furnishes 
a striking picture of the Nicara- 
guan military situation. 

‘Phe aircraft squadrons of the 
Second Marine Brigade,” writes 
Rowell, “have been actively en- 
gaged in operations against hostile 
outlaws, and these operations have 
been conducted at an average of 
more than 100 miles from the base 
airdrome, over a rough, wild and 
most difficult area, under difficult 
flying conditions. The enemy, 
driven to hiding in small groups 
in remote mountain jungles, has 
madejthe problem increasingly dif- 
ficult. 


July 1, the squadrons have had 
contact with the enemy on 84 sep- 
arate occasions, about one-third of 
which were merely brushes of mi- 
nor importance. Our planes have 
been struck by hostile fire 59 times 
peering this period and 28 times 
i previously. No airplane has been 
brought down in action, and the 
only air casualty suffered was one 
commissioned observer, who was 
wounded in the foot in the Murra 
action last March.” 
Four Killed in Crashes. 

Rowell, speaking of casualties 
due to causes other than rebel fire 
on the planes, says: “Lieut. Thom- 


,as and Sergt. Dowdell crashed on 


Sapotillal Ridge, no doubt due to 
engine trouble, and they were. both 


killed in a fight with the rebels 
on the ground. Capt. Byrd, pilot, 
with Sergt. Frankfurter, observer, 
collided with a large turkey buz- 
zard at Esteli while on a practice 
flight. A wing collapsed at a low 
altitude and both were killed in 
the resulting crash.”’ 

The report goes into considera- 
ble detail regarding the care with 
which injury to non-combatants is 
avoided. 

“The policy has been to carry 
out the plans and doctrines of the 
brigade commander, aiways giving 
the closest attention to the secur- 
ity and welfare of the non-combat- 


ant native population,” says the 
report. “Although this policy has 


permitted the escape of many hos- 
tile groups, it has been persisted in 
throughout, Small groups frequent- 
ly hide their arms and feign inno- 
cence.

Says Lafayette and Steuben Won 
War and Adamses and Han- 
cocks Were a Bad Lot. 
By the Associated Press. 

LONDON, Aug. 11.—America’s 
old families are dealt with irrever- 
ently by the Rev. AjJexander Ma- 
crae in an article written for the 
latest National Review declaring 
that the revolt of. the American 
colonies might some day be re- 
garded as “one of the great calami. 
ties in the history of the human 
race.”’ 

The Boston Tea Party and other 
incidents leading to the Revolution- 
ary War aroused the writer to in- 
dignant criticism. 

‘The leaders of this outrage,” he 
wrote, ‘“‘were Samuel Adams, a de- 
faulting tax collector and son of a 
defaulting banker; and John Han- 
cock, whose family had made a 
large fortune by smuggling from 
the West Indies.” 

He denounced the Declaration of 
Independence as containing “gross- 
ly false charges against King 
George and his: Government, set 
forth in the inflated and defama- 
tory languaze still so characteristic 
of the political writing ana oratory 
of America.” 

He gave credit for winning the 
War to Generals Lafayette and 
Steuben with only the faintest of 
praise for Washington. He said 
that England had fought for seven 
years to defend the colonists 
against the French and Indians and 
had suppressed Indian uprisings in 
Pennsylvania and Virginia.

In the Various 
National Parks 


| HAT are the best motor 
| W camps in the national 


parks? Thousands of 
| prospective tourists are asking 
| that question, but they’re hav- 
| ing difficulty in finding the 
correct answers, according to 
Frank E, Brimmer, writing in 
the July “Field and Stream.” 
This authority has put the 
question to each of the super- 
intendents of the parks west of 
the Mississippi. His findings 
for the most popular of the 
parks are as follows: 

Rocky Mountain National 
Park—-Four camps (in order of 
popularity): Aspenglen, Pine- 
ledge, Glacier Creek and En- 
dovalley. The equipment in- 
cludes bare necessitics, pure 
water supply and adequate san- 
itation. The Estes Park camp, 
which is not-—like the Govern- 
ment camps—free, offers a 
number of facilities over and 
above essentials. 

Yellowstone National Park— 
Ficht camps (in order of pop- 
ularity): Mammoth, Old Faith- 
ful, Fishing Bridge.

the world 

How great is the difference 
crime between British municipal 
ities and those of other countrie 
may be seen in a comparison be- 
tween the two largest cities of the 
world. New York and London. The 
‘otal of all crimes in New York 
City, with a population of §.08690.- 
eoe8 during one fiscal year was 
333.083. The total for London 
during the same period was 15,- 
662, out of a population of 7,746,- 
909. In other words, London's to- 
tal of criminality was practically 
4 per cent that of New York. 

Closely associated with the Lon- 
doner’s exultation in this low 
ure is his belicf that it is caused 
by moral rather than armed force. 
The London policeman does not 
carry a revolver. His only weapon, 
is a truncheon, or stick, which he 
yses only when he himse/f is at 
tatked. The “bobby” is a seaman 
ed member of the community and 
usually a magnificent specimen of 
manhood. He walks unarmed into 
the most dangerous quarters of the 
Bast End of London. He has been! 
known to arrest six men who at-/ 
tempted to attack him merely by | 
wielding his baton assiduous); 

The Londoner believes that much | 
of the crime in Americ@ is caused 
by the fact that the policec are an 
armed force. Violence, he thinks, | 
breeds violence. 

In Engiand the two undoubtedly 
major factors which conduce tot the | 
reduction of crime are the success- | 
ful detection of crime by Scotland 
Yard and other police organiza- | 
tions, and the pronipt justice meted | 
out to offenders. In the metropoli- | 
tan area of London last year not | 
a single murder was ieft unsolved. 
In every case the murderer was un-. 
covered and brought before the 
bar of a court. 

Criminal justice is far faster in 
England than civil justice. It is 
no unusual evewt for a crimina! to 
be tried, convicted and hanged 
within feur weeks of the commis- 
ston of his crime. Such rapid-fire 
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punishment deters prospective 
criminals from incurring the risk 
ef a like fate.

A new method of digging foun- 
dation wells for skyscrapers is be- 
ing used in the excavation for the 
new Lenox Hotel, northeast corner 
of Ninth street and Washington 
avenue. This is the first time the 
method has been used in St. Louis 

A boring machine, invented by C. 
L. Powell of Chicago, digs through 
45 feet of clay and quicksand to 
solid rock in less than eight hours. 
Under old methods the same job 
would take a week under a 24- 
hour schedule. The machine is 
operated by a crew of two men 
and in addition to the advantages 
of speed and resultant economy, 
none of the risks incident to cais- 
son sinking under air pressure is 
incurred. 

Thirty-six of the 45-foot wells 
are necessary for the hotel piers. 
As the wells are dug they are filled 
with water to prevent caveins. Be- 
ginning next Tuesday, a profes- 
sional diver will enter the first well 
to prepare the bottom for a foot- 
thick concrete base, which will be 
poured through a pipe and permit- 
ted to set under water. A corru- 
gated lining will then be inserted 
in the hole, following which the 
water will be pumped out and the 
work of building the pler complet- 

ed. 

The method has been used suc- 
cessfully in Chicago and Pittsburg 
by Powell. whd is superintending 
the job for the Fruin-Colnon Con- 
struction Co. The Lenox Hotel 
will be 27 stories, with a basement 
and sub-basement.

Hindenburg, octogenarian Presi- 
dent of the Republic, was hailed 
today as “savior of Gérmany, first 
soldier of old Germany and first 
citizen of new Germany” in the 
official oration celebrating the an- 
niversary of the signing of the 
Weimar Constitution. 

The address was made in the 
Reichstag by Prof. Gustav Rad- 
bruch of Heidelberg, former Social- 
ist member of the cabinet. He 
was loudly applauded when he said 
that the Republican flag, the We'- 
mar constitution and the German 
Republic were bound to endure. 

The appearance of President 
Von Hindenburg was the crowning 


event. The celebration im the 
capital. He was heartily cheered 
as he drove from his residence to 
the Reichstag and was given a4 
lusty welcome by a crowd of 15,- 
000 when he reviewed a guard of 
honor from the foot of the grand 
stairway after the speechmaking 
in the chamber. The crowd sang,

to numerous civic celebrations and 
displays of fireworks.

Law Student Gives View- 
point of Nationalists in 
Round Table Conference 
at Williamstown Institute

WILLIAMSTOWN, MASS., Aug. 
11.—Differences in mental atti- 


tudes of the East and the West 


toward treaties involving Manchu- 


ria are responsible in large degree 
for the uncertainty which clouds 
that territory’s present’ status, 
Prof. George H. Blakeslee of 
Clark University said today in an 
address at the Institute of Politics. 

“Western states are legal-mind- 
ed where treaties are concerned, 
tending to observe the wording of 
the pacts,” he said. ‘“‘The Orient 
is ethically. minded, inclined to ig- 
nore the letter and base observ- 
ance of the treaty on what is 
thought best and right under pre- 
vailing circumstances. Hence, 
there is wrangling as to whether 
treaties between Japan and China 
are operative or void.” 

Prof. Blankeslee was speaking at 


a round table conference on prob- 


lems in the Pacific. M. Zumito, 
Japanese publicist; Y. C. Hoe, Chi- 
nese law student at Harvard, and 
Gen. V. Yakhontoff, a. Russian, 
presented the views of their na- 
tions on the Manchurian issue. 
China’s Attitude Defensive. 

The Chinese political situation 
still is uncertain, Hoe said, de- 
claring he saw no course of action 
in Manchuria “save for China to 
insist upon the protection of ‘her 
interests.” 

“Japan’s note of Aug. 8 to 
Nanking,” he asserted, “was a 
menace to the safety and integrity 
of China and might arouse bitter 
resentmen* in China.” 

Emphasizing that Japan objects 
to a Chino-Manchurian union until 


all Japan’s vested interests in 
Manchuria are safeguarded. Zu- 
mito asserted that “Japan was 


slow in sending the Aug. 8 note to 
China because she had wafted until 
the Nanking Government 
become more calm and composed.” 

Condemning Japan’s course in 
Manchuria, Gen. Yakhontoff as- 


serted that “Manchuria undeniably | 


is a part of China” and that “under 
the Washington 9-power treaty, to 
which Japan was a signatory, it 
was stiplated that no advaniage 
be taken by any signatory to ob- 
tain special rights and privil<ges 
while China’s internal affairs are 
unsettled.”

A red sash is the chief clew 
found by police in the murder of 
Salvatore Faraci, 26-year-old ex- 
convict, dope peddler and gangster, 
whose body was found in a ditch 
along Evans avenue, near Carson 
road, a half mile from the Ramona 
Dog Track, in St. Louis County, 
Friday ntght. 

It was wrapped about the waist 
of the slain man as a sign, police 
think, that he had been strangle] 
in reprisal for a previous gang 
killing. It is recalled that after 
Angelo Corella, a bartender, was 
shot and killed at Hogan and Mul- 
lanphy streets June 11, Corella’s 
widow charged that he had _ been 


murdered for refusing to join 
Camelo Fresina’s gang afid that 
Faraci, who was Fresina’s body- 


guard, had fired the fatal shots. 

Faraci was arrested for investi- 
gation in the Corella case, but kept 
silent and was released. Whether 
he “talked” to the persons who 
murdered him Friday night re- 
mains to be developed. 


21 Killed in Year. 


In a year ending last Thursday, 
21 men had been shot to death in 
the Italian gang feud. A new meth- 
od of murder adapted from Ma- 
fia blackhanders, was tried on Ia- 


raci, who was smuggled into this 
country from Sicily four years 
ago. 

A length of window sash_ cord 


had been doubled about his throat 
and pulled taut until it caused 
strangulation. His mouth was open 
and his face purplish black when 
found. A quilt and tablecloth en- 
veloped the body. His coat had 
been removed and wrapped about 
his legs and feet with cord. 

One of his shoes was missing. 
Faraci, before he took wp the 
gangster business, had a shoe re- 
pair shop on Franklin avenue. 

No Bullet Wounds.

the Champion Beggar 
Collects $30,000,0 


and Retires

LONDON. 
AVING just passed 
his seventy-third 
birthday Britain's 
champion beggar 
has decided, some- 
what reluctantly, to 
go out of regular 
business after near- 
ly thirty-three years 
of systematic ‘‘cadg- 
during which time he has ob- 


ing,’ 
tained, on an average, nearly one mil- 
lion dollars’a year. 

Despite this long career of 


fla- 
grantly open begging he has never 
figured in the police courts, for ‘‘the 
Prince of Beggars’’—as he has long 
been known—is no ordinary ‘“‘scroun- 
ger’’ on the well-to-do. He is, in 
fact, no less a person than Sydney 
Viscount Knutsford, and his raids on 
public charity have always been in 
aid of a charitable organization—the 
great East London institution once 
known as the Poplar Hospital, but now 
famous as the London Hospital. 


Knutsford has been Chairman of 
the hospital for the past thirty-three 
years and he has devoted practically 
all this time to furthering the inter- 
ests of the institution. When he was 
first elected Chairman of the Hospital 
Committee (as the Hon. Sydney Hol- 
land) the institution was badly in 
debt, and doubtless the idea of those 
offering him the post was that he 
would prove the ordinary good-na- 
tured, titled nonentity, with plenty of 
wealthy friends and relations who 
might subscribe or induce friends to 
subscribe generously to the sadly de- 
pleted exchequer. 


Sydney Holland did, indeed, sub- 
scribe personally, but he quickly re- 
alized that he and his family could 
not keep the thing going for an in- 
definite period, so he set about organ- 
izing schemes for obtaining a regular 
income for the hospital in which he 
had gladly interested himself. 

Quick to perceive the value of ad- 
vertising, Knutsford began to adver- 
tise the London Hospital as no 


such institution had been advertised 
before. 


ON of the Victorian politician and 
~ Conservative statesman, Sir Henry 

Thurston Holland (who was cre- 
ated Viscount Knutsford on retir- 
ing from office in 18965), the 
present peer first turned to the law 
ay a profession, but being fair- 
ly well provided with worldly goods, 
he never practiced at the bar 
very seriously. A few banking and 
commercial enterprises attracted him, 
but once his interest became enlisted 
in the London Hospital he devoted the 
whole of his great business ability and 
learning to furthering the fortunes of 
that institution. The family motto of 
the Hollands is ‘‘Respice, Aspice, Pros- 
pice’ (‘‘Look backwards, look around, 
look forward’’), and the new chairman 
of the London Hospital applied it to 
his new job. The old-fashioned cir- 
cular appeals to the wealthy for sub- 
scriptions having failed to bring in a 
sufficiently regular and adequate in- 
come, Knutsford looked for further re- 
sources. He came to the conclusion 
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that plain ‘‘begging’’ was thé best 
method to adopt. 

From the start he set himself to ex- 
tracting coppers and silver from the 
multitude, rather than seeking checks 
from the well-to-do. The London 
Hospital, situated in the heart of the 
poorest slum district of East London, 
ministered to a vast number of poor 
folk, and Knutsford pointed out that 
it was up to the poor of East London 
to keep this indispensable institution 
going. 

He it who induced store- 
keepers and saloon keepers to place 
collecting boxes on their counters 
for the receipts of ‘‘unconsidered cop- 
‘and he it was who in- 
vented the most successful collecting 
box ever placed before the citizens 
of London. This was the clock-faced 
box now familiar all over the world, 
which was first installed in railroad 
depots. On the clock face was a sec- 
ond hand, and on the dial was the 
inscription: ‘‘It costs a penny a sec- 
ond to keep the London Hospital. 
Help to keep the London Hospital for 
one second.” This struck the popu- 
lar imagination, and the boxes were an 


immediate success.

He says that he expected a few 
shillings, or perhaps even a pound, but 
to his amazement the rough looking 
one produced 1000 pounds in notes of 
small denominations. Fearing that the 
coffers of some of his wealthier 
friends might have been raided to sup- 


ply such a sum, Knutsford asked, 
“How did you get all that?’’ He 
frankly suspected a burglar (many 


burglars were treated at the London 
Hospital and many had proved them- 
selves grateful in a financial way), but 
it transpired that it was all right. The 
visitor was a friendless tramp who 
had hoarded up the money and who 
decided to give it to an institution 
which never refused aid to his own 
class. 


Lord Knutsford’s energy led him 
into many amusing encounters, and 
among the stories he tells against 
himself is one of an encounter with 
two American tourists. He met them 
On an Omnibus, and hearing them de- 
bate where they should start their 
tour of inspection——the Tower of Lon- 
don was mentioned—he asked, 
“Haven't you ever seen the London 
Hospital?’’ The visitors replied that 


~~ 
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they had not, so Knutsford said per- 
emptorily, ‘‘Come with me.”’ He escort- 
ed them all round the building, which 
was then nowhere near such an im- 
posing one as it is now, and finally 
led them up to a large collecting box. 
The visitors sorted out their English 
money and decided that they could 
not well offer less than the gold coin 
representing $5, so two  soveretgns 
swelled the funds of the London Hos- 
pital. Said one of the visitors on de- 
parting: ‘‘I hope all the sights of Lon- 
don are not as expensive as this.’’ 
Then he added in a tone of admira- 
tion to his conductor, ‘‘You have all 
the makings of a damned swindler.’ 
The other nodded, ‘‘Yes, you cought to 
do well out West, if you didn’t get 
shot in the first week!’’ 

Lord Knutsford harried the wealthy 
as well as the poor, and he always 
used to say that it was harder to get 
money from the rich than from the 
poor. The poor unashamedly contrib- 
uted the little they could, while the 
wealthy, or presumably wealthy, fre- 
quently shied about donating a sum 
which, although all they might be able 
to manage conveniently at the mo- 
ment, did not seem worthy of their 
reputation. To one such person, a 
stockbroker, Lord Knutsford sent one 
of his intimate begging letters, and 
received no reply for a week or so. 
Then came a letter stating that the 
writer had first of all thrown the ap- 
peal into his waste paper basket, but 
that on consideration he had picked 
it out again and studied the contents. 
He inclosed a donation of $5, and men- 
tioned that the similar letter to his 
partner had been wasted, as the said 
partner had been “in heaven”’ for some 
time. Lord Knutsford wrote back im- 
mediately, thanking the donor for the 
$5, but suggested that if he wished 
to be assured of joining his partner 
in heaven he should send along an- 
other contrbution for an equal amount. 
The second was instantly forthcom- 


ing, and ever afterward the _ stock- 
broker was a regular subscriber to a 
modest, but none the less useful 
amount.

The mail he _ received and 
sent out was colossal, and it was 
undoubtedly the personal element he 
introduced in his correspondence 
which made his appeals so suc- 
cessful. It is a hard-hearted person 
who can resist a personal letter from 
a peer of the realm asking for even a 
few shillings, and many who had been 
compelled to turn down appeals for 
sums thought to be more in accord- 
ance with their financial status readily 
sent smaller donations in response to 
the personal solicitation. The ‘just 
between you and me” touch, and the 
promise that names need not appear 
cn the subscription lists if the donors 
felt they really could not give as much 
as they would like to, reaped success 
far beyond the dreams of the old-time 
hospital charity collector.

The noble 
beggar had qualms as to whether such 
a sum would ever be forthcoming, byt 
with characteristic energy he set out 
to achieve this colossal figure. Neror 
was a campaign conducted with such 
wholehearted national support. “Help 
the London Hospital to get 160,009 
pounds—You find only half,’’ was the 
slogan. By midnight on Dec. 31, 1923, 
no less than 90,000 pounds had beep 
received. The unknown donor proved 
better than his word, for in addition 
to the promised 80,000 he ep. 
tributed a further 20,000 pounds, 
and the London Hospital was free 
from debt.

side slums, came the way of Lord 
Knutsford, and he says with pride: 

“TI have begged sums from one shil- 
ling to 1,000,000 pounds, and I have 
ecnsidered each donation of equal 
value, although 19,999,999 shillings 
apart.’’ 

Lord Knutsford’s interest in hospital 
work was doubtless aroused by the 
tact that his grandfather was a prom 
inent physician, being, in fact, oneof 
Queen Victoria's medical attendants, 
from whose gratitude came the baron 
etcy which is also one of the family 
titles. 

Since Lord Knutsford commenced 
boosting the London Hospital there 
have been many charitable publiety 
campaigns which achieved distil- 
guished success, but it was he whe 
first really adapted the uses of a, 
vertisements to charity on thoroughly 
commercial lines. Perseverance it 
begging, he says, is as essential as per 
severance in business. 

A prominent athlete at college, & 
powerful swimmer and former présl 
cent of the Live-Saving Society, Lord 
Knutsford even in his seventy-third 
year is a tall, imposing figure, and 
only his great physical strength has 
permitted him to carry on his ardu- 
ous mendicancy for so long.

HERE was only one set of 
maps in the country. They 
belonged to Mr. Bentley. They 
were passed over to me, but re- 
turned to him later, when he de- 
cided to flv back to England himself 
By ill luck these were subsequently 
mislaid, and so I had to fiyv across 
Central Africa with no better guide 
than route maps and tracings which I 
had to do off borrowed atlases. It was 
impossible to obtain information of the 
route for more than 1000 or 1500 
miles ahead, which made for rather 
<low going As I was not out to cre- 
ate any sort of record, however, this 
did not matter to any great extent 
My route home from the Cape lay 
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through Port Elizabeth, Durban, Bula- 
wayo, Abercorn Nairobi, Jinga, Khar- 
toum and so on to Cairo. My fuel dif- 
ficulties were formidable for a great 
part of my journey, although at Dun- 
dee-—which has quite the finest air- 
drome I have seen throughout Africa 

one only had to circle the town a 
couple of times before landing in or- 
der to be sure of a suppiy of petrol 
being rushed to the spot almost before 
one had stopped taxiing across the 
airdrome From here the flight con- 
tinued over the high veldt, where mile 
upon mile of almost level surface had 
to be crossed After a little over two 
hours flving we sighted that rather 
wonderful landmark, the 40-mile gold 
reef of Johannesburg, which is com. 
posed of white piles of quartz thrown 
up from the mines 

Between Pretoria and Bulawayo 
I had rather. a nasty experience 
After having been in the air for 
five hours at an altitude of about 6590 
feet. I came to a big range of quartz 
hills. and owing to the bad surface of 
the ground hereabouts I had to climb 
to 8000 feet. My head began to worr:

me, and I saw black blobs dancing 
before my eyes The paina which I 
felt in the back of my neck and my 
shoulders told me that it Was sun- 
stroke.

I did this I slipped a little and felt a 
hot blast from the engine. The next 
thine I remember was that 1 was ly- 
ing under some small bushes, with 
three native girls attending me. Lic} 
ily, my machine was undamaged 
When I felt better they helped to 
push it up under the bushes. After 
they had collected stones and earth 
for my sandbags 1 showed them how 
to cover the engines and fasten the 
airplane down. Kind friends who were 
sent for took me along to Bulawavo, 
where I felt greatly recovered after a 
full day's sleep 


HE weather was not always 
kind to us. For on one or 
two occasions, being unable 
to rise above the rain clouds, we 
had to descend almost to the 
ground and endure the heavy down- 
pour whilst it lasted I remem- 
ber that while flying near Lake Tan- 
ganyika we ran into a very bad rain- 
storm, which came down like a great 
waterfall But even then visibility 
was not too bad. Usually in fine 
weather it is quite perfect. One can 
see 50 or 60 miles ahead with ease 
When this particular storm had lifted, 
] was able to count 23 different rain 
showers around the horizon 
Abercorn was easily the smallest 
town I struck. We were met on the 
airdrome by the Magistrate, who most 
kindly put us up—and even asked us 
to come again Onwards we went, 
day by day, although we should 
have appreciated a stay in some 
of these lovely places The lakes 
and peaks of Kenya had to give place 
to the scrub of Uganda. until at last 
we picked up the beginning of the 
wonderful Nile. I meant to follow the 
river now right on to my journey's 
end I kept well to the west, where |! 
could see great herds of elephants. My 
chief recollection of the Sudan is the 
intense heat When |] was working 
on my engine, if I put a tool down in 
the sun and then picked it up again 
it blistered my hands The country 
here seemed very barren, and the heat 
was terrible When flying low, it war 
20 bumpy that it made one sick.

CANTON, China. 


IRACY, for most 
of the _ civilised 
world, has become 
a legendary sort of 
business mixed up 
with marauders of 
the Spanish Main 
of the old days. 
" Mention pirate and 
your listener thinks of a fellow with 
eword and cutlass, a red kerchief 
around his leathery neck, flapping 
_boots encompassing his legs, rings in 
his ears, and perhaps an eye missing 

But pirates and their trade are not 
limited to fiction, even in this accom- 
plished era. They stfll exist, they atill 
attack merchant craft, they have not 
ceased their massacre of hapless 
crews. There are plenty of them car- 
rying on their work in Canton delta. 
Piracy has existed there from time 
immemorial. For the great amount 
of trade that passes through the delta 
on its way to and from Hong-Kong 
and the sea has made this thievery 
lucrative to the delta buecaneers and 
a source of worry to honest traders. 

Before the World War this terri- 
tory was pretty well guarded by a then 
stable Chinese Government. In the 
old days British ships seldom were 
bothered. But in 1914 the Hong- 
Kong Government issued its ‘Piracy 
Prevention Ordinance” and allied reg- 
ulations, which gave wide powers of 
search to the police, and provided chat 
ships trading from Hong-Kong should 
carry armed guards and be fitted with 
wire grilles for the protection of 
bridges and engineroom as wel! as to 
restrict the free movement of native 
passengers, and compelled vessels to 
carry on board a certain quota of 
arms, ammunition, and rockets for 
signaling. Officers of the British Mer- 
cantile marine were also empowered to 
resist attacks by pirates by all means 
within their power. 

But with the coming of the World 
War the river gunboats were sent 
away, and their crews dispatched on 
more important duty. In 1919 the 
river duties of these boats and their 
crews were resumed, but the passing 
of time had brought great changes in 
the scenes of their work. 

By 1920 Pekin had lost all contro! 
in the south, and a settled government 
at Canton never was established. 
Changes have been rapid and bewilder- 
ing because of the fortunes of civil 
war, and the _ local officials have 
been so occupfed with troubles and 
difficulties of their own, that they 
have been unable and unwilling to 
take a firm stand against banditry 
On a great scale in territory suppos- 
edly under their jurisdiction. Obvi- 
ously, the more unstable the govern- 
ment, the better the day for the pi- 
rate. 


HE delta district is as if it were 
made for the profession of pira- 
cy. The large tract of land lying 
roughly within the lines joining Hong- 
Kong, Canton, the treaty port of Sam- 
shui on the West River, the treaty 
port of Kongmun, and the Portuguese 
possession of Macao, is cut up by num- 
erous channels, creeks and waterways. 
They are twisting and narrow for the 
most part, and while some are navi- 
gable by gunboats, steamers and junks, 
others are hardly anything better than 
ditches. On these waterways are reg- 
ular steamer services which ply be 
tween Hong-Kong, Canton, Macao and 
the upper river treaty ports, including 
Wuchow, on the Weat River, about 85 
miles westward of Samshui. A large 
passenger traffic and an immense yvol- 
ume of trade is also carried on by 
means of small junks and barges in 
strings of as many as a dosen at a 
time in tow of a single steam launch. 
No small amount of this trade is 
British. 

The usual] form of attack on steam- 
ers is by gangs of men with concealed 
weapons, these men embarking at va- 
rious ports as passengers. At some 
point, determined beforehand. they 
take out their weapons, rush the 
wheel-house and engine room with 
drawn pistols, take over the vessel, 
and steam her to some place where 
she can be well looted without fear 
of disturbance.

But nevertheless there is such a 
thing as style in touring equipment. 
With some 2,000,000 tourists on the 
road at any given time between June 
and October (State Highway Depart- 
ment estimate’, there are bound to 
appear from one season to another cer- 
tain innovations and devices which, 
combining convenience and luxury, set 
one outfit apart from others and dis- 
tinguish it as a sort of de luxe model. 

Usually a visit to any large tourist 
camp will disclose types of automobile 
trailers and tent shelters not encoun- 
tered before. This summer's styles 
reveal numerous improvements. 

Of the trailer types encountered re- 
cently at the Sundown Tourist Camp 
on St. Charles road, three are shown 
in photographs on this page. One is 
a type which has been in wide use for 
three or four years. Another is a 
homemade but convenient device built 
on @ Ford chassis. A third, which is 
making its first appearance this sea- 
son, combines virtually all of the best 
features of preceding types and seems 
to be about the last word in style for 
an outfit of the road:

In the bed of the trailer in front of 
one wheel is an icebox large enough to 
hold 25 pounds ofice. In front of the 
other wheel is a grocery box of simi- 
lar size. In one end, between the beds, 
is a clothes cabinet as spacious as an 
average-sized trunk. Two metal cases 
somewhat larger than suit cases hold 
the cooking utensils and dishes. There 
are also a kerosene camp stove. a fold- 
ing table and four upholstered camp 
chairs. There are a radio and electric 
lights. By parking th automobile 
nearby the campers can obtain current 
for household use from the car’s stor- 
age battery. Altogether. the outfit 
is a veritable apartment on wheels. 


HE home-made trailer built on 
an old Ford chassis might 
not make a strong bid (for 
supremacy in a trailer style show, 
but it boasts comfort and con- 
venience and not a little ingenuity 
in construction Having four wheels 
instead of two, it is less easily hauled 
than the average trailer, and, having 
rigid sheetiron walls instead of canvas. 
it is more bulky, but it might afford 
ample accommodations for a family 
of four or five without crowding and 
without the necessity of ditching 
around a tent. It stands high and dry 
and rainproof. Ks numerous sereened 
windows make it better ventilated 
even than a tent, and the interior is 
so roomy that a family can cook and 
eat as well as sleep there. It was built 
by H. E. Wright of Marion, I11., and is 
dDeing occupied by hi and his wife 
and daughter. 
In this unique mobile cottage, one 
ded is across the end and two beds 


of full width are provided by sections 
of the side walls which drop outward 
over the rear wheels. Leaves of the 


Same width are suspended over these 
wall sections from hinges at the top, 
so that when the berths are lowered 
the leaves are raised outwardly, form- 
ing shelters. The clothes closet is sus- 
pended from the ceiling, and in the 
front of the “house” is room for a 
small kitchen cabinet, stove and table. 

The majority of tourists make their 
journeys, short and iong, without 
equipment approaching these trailers 
in point of comfort and convenience. 
More than half do no camping at all 
with their own equipment. but rely 
On cottage camps or tourist iodging 
houses for accommodations. And of 
those who prefer to camp out, proba- 
dDly nine out of ten use the common 
umbrella tent. These tents are seen 
to dominate in nearly every large 
camp. They are quickly set up, but 
their use makes it necessary to load 
down the automobile with luggage.

Slong these lines there were at )°art 
6000 such trained dogs in the German 
armies. 

Here are a few exploits, culled out 
Of many hundreds, which dogs per- 
formed during the World War. I 
think they may interest you: 

For instance, there was the French 
dog, Radette. She had almost unbe- 
llevable intelligence, and that intelli- 


gence was developed by her trainer 
without punishment or any other form 
of harshness. She was the idol of the 
Chasseurs, to which body she was as- 
signed. 

She could tell, at a glance, a Chas- 
seur uniform from any other, and she 
knew the men of her own battalion 
from those of any other. She was a 
wonderful dispatch carrier, and fear- 
lesasly risked her life in crises where 
her human comrades were tempted to 
flinch. 


HEN there was the great and 
ferocious Artemis, used on 
picket duty and to give warning 
of the enemy's night approach. Ar- 
temis not only did magnificent serv- 
ice in this form of sentry work, but, 
during skirmishes in No Man's Land, 
actually outfought and killed two 
armed soldiers. 


Pyram was another of these sentry 


dogs, and developed a positive genius 
as a sentinel. Once and again did 
Pyram spoil a surprise attack of the 
foe, at night, by giving the alarm long 
before the human sentinels guessed at 
the stealthy approach of their oppo- 
nents. Pyram, by the way, was deco- 
rated by the President of France him- 


self in recognition of these grand ex- 
ploits. 

You may remember my recent story 
of Thoutou, the Zouave mascot dog 
that unmasked a spy. Well, a simi- 
lar feat was performed by a great po- 
lice dog named Helda, during the 
World War.

On the completion of the line, 
Burns followed the western ad- 
vance of the railroads and, in 
1890, handled the commissary of 
the Calgary & Edmonton Railway. 
Later he performed a like service 
for the Crow’s Nest Pass Rail- 
way. 

Back in 1890 Calgary, where 
Burns established his headquar- 
ters, was a typical cow town with 
a population of 3876. But West- 
ern Canada was growing rapidly 
and Burns’ business kept pace 
with the country’s growth. 

Burns has been an educa- 
tor of first-class executives, as 
well as an organizer of big finan- 
cial undertakings. In the early 
days, George H. Webster, former 


Mayor of Calgary, was office man- | 


ager for Burns. His junior clerk

signers and builders and pilots are 
being swelled every day both from 
the college classroom and from 
the workshop. AS a result, its de- 
velopment is, in the sense noted 
above, slower than it was 10 years 
ago; but it is far more real. 

Development in aircraft design 

will. of course, slow up as the lim- 
ijt of its possibilities is approached. 
I am one of those who think 
that that limit is a long way 
off. 

In the last two years we have 
made several great steps forward. 
One is, we have learned that a gas 
engine can be counted on for 
many hours of performance in the 
air. 

Long-distance flights have 
- established beyond a doubt the 
practicability of a multi-engined 
plane for use over areas where 
there are no landing places. This 
gives us another factor of relia- 
bility. It requires no flight of 
imagination to see that the large 
passenger plane of 1936 will like- 
ly have four or five engines 

(housed in the wing out of air re- 
sistance), not all of which will be 
required to keep their pilots in the 
air. 

To increase the factor of safety 

still more there will be special 
emergency devices for lightening 
the load which the engines have 
to Carry. 
»} Another great step forward I 
f believe we are soon to make is 
the reduction of landing = speed. 
The early Wright machine could 
land at 30 miles an hour. Witha 
fair load our big planes of today 
require a landing speed of from 
45 to 65 miles an hour. At such 
speeds the slightest misjudgment 
On the part of the pilot may lead 
to a serious or even fatal acci- 
dent. Perhaps it is in this phase 
of airplane design that some of 
the most startling changes of the 
near future will come. 

I think it not unlikely that there 
Will be developed some practical 
forms of braking devices. These 
Would be attachments to wings or 
fuselage and would permit the 
plane to have more supporting 
and wind-buffer surface during 
the moments just prior to touch- 
ing the ground. 

Planes are now built with wheel 
brakes so as not to run so far aft- 
er landing.

only rapidly recruit our ranks of 
pilots throughout the country, but 
the improvement of design would 
naturally be helped. I feel sure 
that devices fashioned for brak- 
ing on landing will also be used 
to help the plane get quickly clear 
of the ground on the takeoff. 

Stability has been a mooted 
question since the Wrights first 
made their historic glides at Kitty 
Hawk. There are now on the 
market several planes in which 
the pilot can leave the contro! 
momentarily in smooth air and 
walk back among his passengers. 
Such stability must in the future 
be obtainable not only when 
weather is perfect, but when the 
plane is being thrown about by 
gusts of wind striking itt from any 
direction. 

A startling discovery has recent- 
ly been made in England. Slots 
in the wing of the plane open au- 
tomatically when the plane starts 
to stall, and so, by altering air 
balance, prevent the plane from 
falling into a tail spin. 

In the next 10 years I believe 
that our big transoceanic radio 
companies will organize a com- 
plete system of air radio. Ships 
crossing will periodically fix the 
positions of planes to which they 
have been assigned. Powerful! 
radio stations on both sides of 
the ocean will keep a continual 
stream of radio emanations pour- 
ing out over the dark wastes of 
the sea like beacons of light now 
visible near the shore. When this 
sort of system is in force a plane 
need scarcely use her compass. 


HE next problem is one 
that trans-Atlantic flights 
last summer made the first 
great attack upon. This was 
the problem of knowing weath- 
er conditions in advance of 
getting under way for a long hop. 
There will eventually be in opera- 
tion a perfected system for know- 
ing every hour of the day or night 
just how the weather is over any 
spot of the entire globe. 

One more difficult air problem 
that is still unsolved is navigation 
Of course, with per- 
fect weather conditions and a good 
radio directive system working, 
the plane doesn’t have to be navi- 
gated. Over the land in daylight 
and a good visibility the _ pilot 
guides his machine by known 
landmarks. 

But here we reach an impasse 
with which ocean-going steam- 
ships long ago were faced. The 
steamship pilot can pilot and de- 
pend on sounding or radio for a 
great deal of hiscruising. But the 
law requires that he protect his 
passengers by constant proper 
navigational checks of his position 
at sea. This is done so that if 
other means of fixing his spot on 
the chart at any moment suddenly 
fail him he can still steer an ac- 
curate course to port. I am posi- 
tive that the long-distance plane of 
the future will be navigated by 
her officers in much the same way 
that a ship is navigated at sea. 
We now have a sun compass for 
daylight flying in high latitude 
and reliable airplane magnetic 
compasses. But neither instru- 
ment indicates to the pilot how 
much his ship is drifting to one 
or the other side of the course as 
a result of the wind. 

\We have instruments to tell

and approximately how fast she is 
going through the air and over the 
ground. But the figures obtained 
are still somewhat crude. And

One of the greatest inventions 
yet to be made in aviation is: an 
instrument to be used on the plane

believe it. Wherever there is a 
radio beacon available at some 
nearby station the wind drift can 
be calculated.

Burns insured a market for the 
Output of his packing house by 


gradually acquiring a chain of re- 
tail meat shops in the principal 
towns and cities in Eastern British 
Columbia. From this point prog- 
ress was rapid. 

In 1918 he erected still another 
packing plant at Prince Albert, 
and bought the property of the 
Armour Packing Company at Re- 
gina He opened creameries at 
Calgary, Vancouver, Regina, Moose 
Jaw, Prince Albert, Saskatoon, 
Maclin, Manville, Hardisty, For- 
estburg, Rimbey, Radway Center, 
Holden, Pincher Creek, Leth- 
bridge and Sangudo. 

Nor did Burns neglect the 
export trade. He placed his rep- 
resentatives in charge of offices 
in Liverpool, England, and Yoko- 
hama, Japan.

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© A Dramatist Lives Out His I ragedy

It is a grimly 
realistic play, with 
a plot revolving around the mysterious 
and sinister influence of gold on the 
life and happiness of men. Its charac- 
ters are brilliant young men and 
women blinded by the pale brilliance 
of the omnipotent metal, whipped by 
gold-hunger and driven by their pas- 
sionate longing for wealth into crime, 
misery and humiliation. Evidently the 
play is a work of genius, and the cir- 
cumstances of its evolution should ad- 
vertise it into a sweeping success. 

The author, Dr. John Klepetar, one 
of the foremost Czech dramatists and 
Vice President of the Czecho-Slovak 
Authors’ League, will not be present 
at the premiere of his drama. The 
chances are that he will never see a 
performance of it. For at the time 
when the National Theater presents 
“Gold’’ Dr. Klepetar will be in prison 
serving the first year of a life sen- 
tence imposed upon him for com- 
plicity in a sensational murder, which 
attracted attention far heyond the 
borders of Czecho-Slovakia. 

Together with the playwright were 
convicted two accomplished young 
men, both leading figures in Slo- 
vakia’s political and literary life. 
Their motive was gold! All of them 
were lured to ruin by the same tempt- 
er that betrayed the pathetic charac- 
ters in Dr. Klepetar’s drama. By a 
atrange twist of fate the playwright 
has become the central figure cf his 
own stage tragedy, the hero of a fan- 
tastic crime story which real life 
copied from stage fiction. 


OCS rears was written almost two 
years ago, one year before 
the crime which abruptly 
ended Dr. Klepetar’s career had ac- 
tually been committed. Yet the play- 
wright never supposed that by some 
mysterious presentment he had writ- 
ten the culminating drama of his own 
life. He never dreamed of committing 
a crime. He lived amid literary ideas 
and artistic ambitions, and worked 
sixteen hours a day writing novels, 
dramas, translating from English, 
French and German and spending half 
of the working day at Prague Uni- 
versity, where he held the position of 
assistant professor of gynecology. He 
was indeed a man of extraordinary 
ability and extensive range of knowl- 
edge Though still under thirty, he 
was a well known figure in the gayer 
artistic life of the capital. Everybody 
predicted for him a great career, and 
he was on the way to making those 
predictions a reality. 

Among his friends were two younz 
journalists. One was John Michalko, 
already a publicist of considerable 
reputation and editor in chief of a 
daily paper in Prague which support- 
ed the Government and which, in 
turn, was backed by the Government. 
The other newspaper man, Nicholas 
Sikorsky, held an important position 
in a political organization and was in 
& fair way to become a leader. The 
three young men were constantly to- 
gether, each one was at the be- 
cinning of a career and all of them 
looked = enviously upor what Dr.
